We should, all resist the tremendous temptation to con- i 


sider Daugherty's relation to "honest government." 
It 


may be well to observe, however, that if free discussion 
does not carry with it the right of every human being to 
question the whole "foundation of established 
govern- 


ment" it is a farce and a lie. Even if some criticiBm is what 
Mr. Daugherty considers "insidious" or even "malign" it 
must be entitled to a place in the arena of debate. 


These upstart officials always start by paying homage 


to free discussion and before they finish they have struck 
it down. What they do not like they call "insidious" and 
what is "insidious" they exclude. But what Daugherty 
does not like is not a standard for everybody else. What 
he does like is disliked by others and -their standard. is just 
as good as his. Which brings us right back to the funda- 
mental need of free discussion, so that conflicting stand- 
ards of what is right and what is wrong may freely com- 
pete for the support of all men and women. 


When Mr. Daugherty gets thru with freedom of 


speech it -is a bedraggled thing, a thin£ that is prostituted 
to the service of governing overlords, who fear that their 
own reactionary views will not survive intelligent criticism.
